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EXAMINER'S ANSWER, MISSING REFERENCE 

The Examiner relied on the references Whisstock, "Prediction of 
protein function from protein sequence and structure"; Branden, 
"Introduction to protein structure"; Witkowski, "Conversion of a beta- 
ketoacyl synthase to a malonyl decarboxylase by replacement of the active- 
site cysteine with glutamine"; and Seffernick, "Melamine deaminase and 
atrazine chlorohydrolase: 98 percent identical but functionally different" in 
rejecting the claims. The above noted references are not of record in 
the Image File Wrapper (IFW).
